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THE OFFICER OF CORONER 


The coroner— Why? Can you name throe good reasons — or one 


— why the state of Ohio should continue this office? 
We have noth- 


ing against the fellows who land this job, for they are nearly always 
a good sort, but the office itself, is there really any excuse for its 
existence ? 


In the early davs when towns and administrative officials were 


few and far apart, when roads were bad— worse than they are now 
in the hilliest sections, when the country was sparcely settled and 
deaths by violence were .sometimes hard to fathom, the coroner per- 
formed a useful function and there was no doubt as to the value of 
the office to the people. 


But the conditions now are vastly different. 
There are but few 


counties in the .stale but that have one or more cities in them; the 
country is comparatively thickly settled; roads arc good; means of 
transportation have been multiplied; special policemen, sheriffs' 
deputies and constables abound; and the net result is that we have 
little or no use in any county for the special officer known as tin- 
coroner. 


In the old times the findings of the coroner were of genuine im- 


portance. "Who now pays any heed to his investigations? 
"What 


evidence does ho collect that the sheriff or the police could not — and 
do not — collect as well, or better? 


Formerly the body oC the deceased was not touched until the 


arrival of the coroner. That still is the theory of the law, but it is no 
longer followed. 
Indeed, the work formerly done by the coroner 


is now almost always finished before he arrives on ihe scene and his 
finding is merely perfunctory. 


It may be that in some of the moiv, backward counties the of- 


fice of coroner is still of sufficient, importance to merit retention, but 
even if this should be the case, it will not apply in counties where 
there is a city of 10,000 or more population.
